Among  the  manv  dignitaries 
present,  Allan  W.  Ostar,  Execu- 
tive Director  of  the  American 
A,ssociation  of  State  Colleges  and 
Universities,  paid  his  tribute  to 
Dr.  Dickson,  calling  him,  "a  tal- 
ented and  respectful  teacher," 
noting  the  new  President's  deep 
commitment  to  education. 

"Anew  heart  also  will  I  give 
\()u  a  new  spirit  will  I  put  within 
vou  ..."  — Cerald  A.  LeBoff, 
C^hairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  quoted  from  the  Bible 
as  he  presented  the  s\inbolic 
scepter  of  office,  the  newly 
created  mace,  to  eager  and  en- 
thusiastic Dr.  Dickson.

In  1973  co-ed  living  returned  to  Chapin  Hall.  The  Cliapin 
"Coninuuiity"  was  to  serve  as  a  personalized,  unstnictured 
home  environment  focusing  on  the  development  of  inter- 
personal communications  and  designed  to  promote  growth  of 
both  the  individual  and  the  brotlierhood  spirit. 

Evaluation  of  the  success  of  the  project  is  a  highly  person- 
alized reaction  for  each  member  of  the  community.  Some  grew 
and  some  were  able  to  reach  out  to  other  residents  in  com- 
radeship and  sharing;  others  felt  stifled  by  the  lack  of  direction. 
Complaints  were  shared  that  people  never  really  "listen". 
Ideals  of  luistructuredness  were  crushed  by  the  realization  of 
the  human  need  for  structure  and  guidelines. 

From  the  challenge  grew  an  overall  respect  for  the  unique- 
ness of  the  individual.  Cooperation  of  eighty  people  toward 
one  goal  was  difficult  yet  essential.  Ranking  priorities  and  mea- 
surement of  commitment  were  prejudiced  by  personal 
diversity.

Faculty  boycotts  .  .  .  closing  of  school  .  .  .  loss  of  credit  .  .  .  post- 
ponement of  graduation  .  .  .  Rumors  were  rampant  and  student  anx- 
iety mounted. 

For  several  weeks  in  January  and  February  the  campus  waited  in  ten- 
sion, threatened  by  an  impending  faculty  strike.  MSC  faculty  and  Tren- 
ton negotiated  seemingly  endlessly  as  the  contract  deadline  approached 
and  passed  with  no  settlement. 

Threats  of  picket  hues  .  .  .  boycotts  by  sympathetic  unions  .  .  .  ces- 
sation of  food  deliveries  .  .  .  dorm  students  scrambled  to  make  alter- 
nate plans  in  case  they  were  forced  to  move  off  campus. 

The  strike  was  averted.  But  the  seemingh*  inalienable  rights  of  stu- 
dents had  been  challenged.  Students  had  felt  the  pressures  of  pohtical 
turmoil  and  a  paralysed  e.xistance.

To  The  Senior  Class 

College  people  traditionalh"  ha\e  rather  ambi\'alent  views  about  emotions.  On  tlie 
one  hand,  part  of  the  real  charm  of  college  life  most  evident  at  alumni  reunions  and  at 
college  convocations  is  a  glorification  of  noble  enthusiasms  and  positive  emotions 
about  Alma  Mater.  Most  of  us  delight  in  our  college's  athletic  achievements,  the  pub- 
lications of  its  faculty,  the  charisma  of  its  best  teachers  and  the  renown  of  its  distin- 
guished alumni.  We  need  not  feel  defensive  about  the  nostalgia  of  alumni  perusing  old 
\earbooks  or  the  memories  that  revive  when  the  alumna  or  alumnus  returns  to  Col- 
lege Hall  and  its  mission  bell  tower.  These  emotions  are  as  properly  praiseworthx^  as  is 
our  love  for  our  sweethearts,  our  famih,  our  birthplaces  and  our  religious  and  other 
cultural  traditions. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  strong  influence  of  Neoplatonism  and  its  insistence  on  head 
good,  bodv  bad;  intellect  good,  emotions  bad,  has  been  mediated  to  all  of  us  througli 
the  asceticism  of  the  Roman  Cathloic  tradition  and  the  puritanism  of  the  European 
Protestant  tradition.  It  has  made  most  of  us  in  college  verv  suspicious  of  emotions  af- 
fecting serious  studv  and  scholarship.  We  are  concerned  with  the  intellect,  with  care- 
ful scrutinv  of  the  facts  and  with  the  research  into  man  and  nature  which  must  not  be 
slanted  or  sullied  bv  feelings.  As  a  result,  it  has  become  commonplace  and  almost  trite 
these  da\s  to  lament  the  underdevelopment  of  the  emotional  side  of  ourselves  through 
fori  lal  education  while  we  grant  the  properlv  honored  results  of  cognitive  inquiry. 

.-\  health)'  graduate  should  have  developed  his  full  being.  I  think  we  can  all  profit 
from  remembering  Alexander  Pope's  wise  comment  that  the  emotions  are  the  sail  and 
the  mind  is  the  rudder  of  the  .ship  which  is  representative  of  the  personality.  We  need 
the  wise  direction  which  comes  from  cognitive  inquiry,  but  we  just  as  certainly  need 
the  emotional  force  to  move  compassionateh'  and  \igoroush'  toward  the  goals  of  indi- 
vidual development  and  the  social  good.
